The rlolr.is of the gold advocates are 
mostly tc -ititlcal objections and quib¬ 
bles.

It ha* lieen shown by unquestioned au¬ 
thority Hint the Inerraae of production 
was relatively much greater from 1830 
to ISTii than it has been since, la fvet, 
more than twice ns great Sauerbeck 
stabs that during the former |ieriod

Since then it has undoubted¬ 
ly been still smaller, because of the 
general depression tl ;il has prevailed 
n large portion of til * time, (letween 
Wot and ts7n prices rose nboul 80 per 
ei-nl. in (he face of an enormously in¬ 
creased pio.lueliou.

FARM VALUES. 


Tire Notable llr|iml«lInn of I’royert/ Is 
lhe West. 

The gold stninlurd has had a most dis¬ 
astrous effect un farm values lu many 
western localities. The margin between 
farm mortgages, plus accrued Interest, 
and the spot rush selling value of the 
farm* mortgaged la being rapidly wiped 
out. 

I have reported lo the statistician of 
the department of agriculture. Wash- 
i-gtoii, D. C.. for several years, lu last 
l»e,-e in Ire r's Niinuul report I took tha 
■ la trim -ii I * of (•uBineMs men. one a lead¬ 
ing farmer nml shipper of slock to 
Haffalo. The lullrr estimated the de¬ 
preciation uf farm values in the country 
covered by his o|irrations at 40 per cent, 
in (be last five years. Others estimated 
Hie depreciation at 50 per cent, in tbo 
last five years. None was lower. I re- 
(lurtrd these estimates to the depart¬ 
ment statistician. These reports nro 
strictly nonpsrlisnn uml are based ou 
the statements of competent men la 
each special vocation. I could cite In- 
ttnnces of farms that have been fnrnrd 
jver by the mortgagors to the mort¬ 
gagees In payment of I be debts that 
would not sell to-day for the mortgage
